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Canada's economic goals 
subject of Deutsch speech 

The Chairman of the Economic Council of Canada 
said yestorday that the Council should become more Integ- 
rated with the government,' like the economic planning 
body in France. 

Dr. John J. Dculsch compared the Council (o a continuous 
Royal Commission. 

In his speech to the Economics and Political Science Club, 
he outlined the economic goals that Canada has set for itself. 
He said that they were high . employment levels, reasonable 
stability of prices, a rapid rate of growth, and a reasonable 
distribution of wealth between the people and 4hc regions of 
Canada. 

He also noted that non-economic political and social goals 
often conflicted with the economic goals. 

Even economic goals can sometimes conflict. Dr. Deutsch 
said. He gave as an example the case in which fuller employ- 
ment, a desirable goal, led to difficulty in keeping prices 
stable. 

He said that we depend on American capital because we 
could not support our economy on Canadian savings alone. 

In answer to a question about how free we arc to use 
our own economic policies. Dr. Deutsch said that our policies 
arc dependent on those of the Americans because most of 
our money comes from the United States and a depression 
there would cause a reduction in income. 'ÉÊÊÊÊÊIÊÊt^...

TORONTO (CUP) - The so-called "high priest" of LSD, Dr. 
Timothy Leary, may be barred from Canada when he trios 
to attend a -festival called Perception '67 at Toronto's University 
College this weekend. 

Leary Is scheduled to -lecture 
on. Psychedelics and Religion, 
but a department of immigration 
official lias told the event's org- 
anizers he may not be allowed 
to enter Canada because of a 
conviction for trafficking mari- 
juana. 

The lecturer, who was dismis- 
sed from. Harvard University in 
1063 after .engaging in a scries 
of cohtrovcreial LSD experi- 
ments, was permitted to enter 
Canada last October for an ap- 
pearance on a CBC television 
program. 

At that time. Dr. Leary had no 
problem with immigration offi- 
cials, as he hadn't been convict- 
ed and sentenced at that time. 

Canadian Union of Students 
president Doug Ward has offer- 
ed lb represent the group spon- 
soring Perception '67 in negotia- 
tions with immigration officials.

An article which appeared recently m 
the Montreal Star might serve to cast some 
light on the nebulous question of Canada's 
precise position in the Viet Nam conflict. 
According to a front>page story of Saturday, 
February 4, there seems to be a strong pos< 
sibility that the Canadian cabinet will soon 
remove Chester Ronning from the unofficial 
•post of special envoy to Viet Nam. The 
reasons for this action appear to be related 
to certain pressures emanating from the 
American Government. American officials 
have strongly objected to Mr. Ronning's 
public criticisms of U.S. policy in Viet Nam, 
and It seems that the Canadian Govern- 
ment has been made weH aware of this. 

It is well to remember that Mr.. Ronning 
was .>broughtiout/of. retirement Jasi^yearibv 



the Canadian Government for the express 
purpose of travelling to Hanoi on a peace 
mission. The aim of this mission, suppo- 
sedly, was to explore all avenues which 
could conceivably lead to a peaceful settle- 
ment of the war. 

i^iMf' Ronning has clearly stated that the 
bombing of North Viet Nam must cease be- 
fore peace negotiations can start. In tho 
light of such remarks the reaction of Amer- 
ican officials was a very predictable one. 
The position taken by the Canadian Gov- 
ernment, however, is not so easy to explain. 
It appears that the Canadian_^Government 
does not . object to the substance of Mr. 
Ronning's remarks, but feels instead that 
perhaps he has been indiscreet. It is in- 
teresting to speculate on exactly what is 
meant by this. Perhaps Mr. Ronning was' 
Jndiscreet^becausejieisaid what he feU was 




the truth. It seems, alas, that Mr. Ronning 
is to lose his job because he was unable to 
maintain the necessary "discretion" when 
faced with the cold facts. 
V The following remarks made recently by 
Canada's External Affairs Minister, Paul 
Martin, provide an interesting insight into 
Canada's position i "Do they believe that if 
a government — and I really mean the Ca- 
nadian Government — made a series of 
strong public declarations the basis of its 
Viet Nam policy, the tangled and danger- 
ous.^groblem in that country would begin 
to unravel itself?" Mr. Martin's remarks 
were meant as a defence of Canada's po- 
licy of "discretion". In reality, Canada's 
policy, for the most part, has been one of 
silence. 

Canada has indeed been very discreet, 
too discreet. Perhaps, as Mr. Martin sug- 
gests, a definite stand on the part of the 
Canadian Government would accomplish 
very little, since many other governments 
already oppose U.S. actions in Viet Nam 
with little apparent effect on American 
policy. The problem, however, is a moral 
one. Canada's silence makes this country 
an accomplice to American actions in Viet 
Nam. 

. Unfortunately, a shadow has been, cast 
on the sincerity behind Canada's efforts to 
achieve peace in Viet Nam. if the Canadian 
Government Is genuinely Interested in find- 
ing a just and peaceful solution to the '.war,

EDMONTON (CUP) — The nationwide quest by university students for representation 
in university decision-snaking hasn't been joined by University' of Alberta students, who left 
the activist Canadian Union of Students last fall. 



"On the whole, I thinic they're 
a very dead lot," comitiented Dr.

He has also been concerned with 
setting up a Caribbean program 
for training restiarch workers at 
McGill. 

Frof. Dcmas, of the Dept. of 
Economics, is from Trinidad, and 
Is Involved in the government 
economic planning in that coun- 
try. Assistant Prof. Sabcrwal, of 
the Dept. of Sociology and An- 
thropology, is originally from 
India, antl has done research in 
K<!nya. 

S;iliiTwal fcclK that overseas 
voluntoers, and university facul- 
ty doing research in developing 
nalioiiN, linvc beeji "trained Into 
roles that arc part of Western 
society, and have to create new 
roles which are more relevant 
to the situation in which they 
are working". 

Prof. Salisbury feels that "mo- 
ney is important", but it should 
be. given "with no strings attach- 
ed", so that it "can be used by 



tliK recipients as they want' to 
use it". 

Demas agrees: "There arc cer- 
tain difficulties in the social 
sciences, and even in technology, 
because of differences .in econo- 
mic conditions". Thus, the person 
working overseas "has to go 
through a process of un-lcarn- 
Ing". 

WUS, which is sponsoring this 
discussion, sends assistance to 
universities in ^developing coun- 
tries as part oj^lBNTftrogram. It 
will hold a SHARE ' campaign, 
Feb. 22-24, for this purpose.
